in every case they were selected 
with great ca re from

families. 
The 
herd 
is 
ca refully weeded, and 
only 
the 
best females are kept in the herd. 
These cows were 
on 
pasture 
165 days last yea r. 
T hey 
con­ 
sumed 
an 
a vera ge 
of 
6 ,6 8 0 
pounds of silage, 1 ,5 0 0 pounds of 
ha y, 600 pounds of fodder, and 
2 ,2 8 0 pounds of grain. 
More than ha lf the grain was 
corn and oats grown on the farm. 
T he remainder was 
bra n and a 
high protein supplement, for the 
most part split soybeans purchas­

by Neil M. Judd, curator of American 
archeology at the United States mu­ 
seum, who has directed excavations at 
Pueblo

conducted under the auspices of the 
National Geographic society , have re­ 
vealed 
that this Indian 
city went 
through four major periods of build­ 
ing activity , and two distin ct groups 
of similar y et un related Indians were 
responsible for the prodigious con­ 
struction projects, Mr. Judd said.

While the late comers developed 
three outstanding types of masonry 
the old original settlers continued to 
build in the crude and more hazard­ 
ous fashion of piling up stopo, be­ 
queathed to them by their ancestors.

Eliminate Fly Breeding 
Places to Save Trouble 
Eliminating the breeding places for 
files is one of the best means of less­ 
ening the troubles which this pest 
will cause the stockman later in the 
season. 
To prevent flies from breed­ 
ing we should turn our attention to 
their breeding places which are ma­ 
nure piles, outhouses, garbage cans 
and any other places where fifth is 
allowed 
to 
accumulate. 
Outhouses 
should he properly protected, garbage 
cans nnd slop palls covered. 
Hauling manure to the fields as it 
accumulates will not only save a lot 
of fertility that would otherwise he 
lost, but it will also prevent the ma­ 
nure piles from becoming breeding 
places for flies. 
If it Is impossible 
to haul the manure direct to the fields 
it Is possible to treat it and kill most 
of Hie maggots and prevent many of 
the eggs from hatching. The govern­ 
ment recommends the use of one-half 
pound of hellebore to ten gallons of 
water. 
Allow this to stand for 24 
t hours and then sprinkle it over the 
manure at the rate of ten gallons for 
every ten cubic feet of manure. 


Find Cocklebur Sprouts 
Poisonous to Animals 
A warning has recently been issued 
by A. A. Hansen, weed expert of Pur­ 
due 
university, 
to the effect 
that 
cocklebur sprouts are poisonous to 
sheep, young cattle, and particularly 
to hogs. On a farm near Connersville 
36 hogs died within a few hours from 
this cause. 
Farmers are advised to 


j keep animals off of cocklebur-lnfested 
land until the sprouts are at least four 
inches high, since they seem to lose 
their toxic properties after they reach 
this slz4 
Symptoms of this poison­ 
ing are depression, nausea and vom­ 
iting. 
Rich cream seems to counter­ 
act the effect of the poison, if given 
during the early stages of the trouble.

LINDBERGH. THE WORLD HERO. 
. TELIS HIS STORY TD MOTHER 


Over the Phone Across the 
O c e a n —Also Calls On 
Nungasser’s Mother and 
Tells Her To Hope On— 
The Frenchman Wcs the 
American’s Cori\petitor for 
the Same Honor, But Noth­ 
ing Has Been Heard of Him 
Since He Started To Come 
Over Two Weeks Ago. 


Captain Charles A. Lindbergh, the 
young American aviator who hopped 
off from New' York Friday morning 
all alone in his monoplane, arrived in 
Paris Saturday night, safe and sound 
as everyone hoped he would. 
The sandy haired son of the mid­ 
dle west dropped 
down 
out of the 
darkness at Le Bourget flying field, 
a few miles 
from 
Pans, 
at 10.21 
o’cUfljk 
Saturday night, 
only 
33% 
hoiSF after leaving Long Island—the 
first man in history to go from New 
York to Paris without changing his 
seat. 
To the young 
American 
it 
was 
seemingly merely the achievement of 
an ambition. 
“It wasn’t such a bad trip,” he said 
later at the American 
embassy. “I 
ran into some 
snow and ice in the 
early part; the rest wasn’t so bad. 
“The biggest trouble was staying 
awake. I went to sleep several times 
but was lucky enough to wake myself 
right away. I was afraid of the sand 
man all the time. 
Computing 
the distance 
as 3800 
miles, his 
speed 
averaged 
around 
113 miles an hour. 
To Paris, to France, to America, to 
the world, his landing Saturday night 
made him the greatest of heroes man 
kind has ever produced since the air 
became a means of travel. 
A crowd 
of at least 2o,000 
sur­ 
rounded his plane, the Spirit of St. 
Louis, when it came to earth after its 
epochal voyage from the new world 
to the old. 
The airman was lifted from the 
seat, where for two days and a night 
he sat fixed, guiding his plane over 
land and sea, and for 40 minutes he 
was hardly able to talk or do any­ 
thing else, except let himself be car­ 
ried along by a mass 
of men made 
delirious with joy at his achievement. 
Never has any aviator of any na­ 
tion, even king or ruler, had a great­ 
er or 
more 
spontaneous 
welcome 
frofh the hearts of the common peo­ 
ple of France. 
The 
very 
reckless­ 
ness of his endeavor, as it appeared, 
appealed 
to the 
quick 
emotional 
imagination of Frenchmen and they 
were quick to 
respond with 
e\ery- 
thing their own hearts could give. 
All ties of nationalism were for­ 
gotten by the 
Le Bourget 
throng. 
They saw in Lindbergh only a man 
who had brilliantly 
gambled 
with 
death and won. 
There was regret, 
of course, for 
Nungesser and Coli, 
and regret, 
too, 
that 
the 
daring 
Frenchmen had 
not been the first. 
But there was no bitterness in their 
greeting of the American winner. 
It was 
the common 
people 
of 
France who first hailed the intrepid 
Lindbergh as he emerged from what 
only Friday morning he had called 
“death chamber.” Shortly after 10:10 
the roar of his motor, for which they 
had been waiting for hours, came out 
of the clear sky to the ears 
of the 
multitude. 
Police lines were swept 
aside as thousands surged over the 
field to welcome the man who had 
won their hearts and had earned im­ 
mortal fame. 
“There he is!” the cry went up as 
the rays of the searchlights gleamed 
upon the monoplane gracefully de­ 
scending from the 
darkness which 
had enveloped all and thru which on­ 
ly the sound of the motor gave warn­ 
ing of his approach. At this instant 


the crowds began their race across 
the field. 
Smoothly the airplane, “The Spirit 
of St. Louis,” glided down upon the 
lighted ground. 
Even before it had 
come to a pause a hundred 
hands 
caught hold of the wings and scores 
of feet were tramping upon one an­ 
other in an effort to reach the side 
of fuselage within which sat a young 
man who all alone had succeeded in 
flying from New \rork to Paris with­ 
out a stop. 
The wheels had scarcely ceased to 
roll, the propeller had barely come to 
| a stop, when Lindbergh, weary-eyed 
; but smiling, got up from the seat 
; where he had so long sat, and in a 
casual voice, almost drowned by the 
cheers of thousands, said with charm 
ing simplicity: “Well, here we are.” 
He put his leg over the side of the 
cockpit and it 
was grasped
